Princeton professor Carlos Bak 
er, an authority on Hemingway 
recalled that the nigged writer’ 
father. Dr. Clarence Hemingway 
died of a self-inflicted gunshot 
wound 
“ His father committed suicide 
with a shotgun wound and had 
hypertension and incipient dia 
betes," Baker said at Asheville, 
N. C. “ Hemingway was hospital­ 
ized for hypertension and incipient 
diabetes.” 
Hemingway was known for his 
love and lust of life 
He was 
gored by a bull in Spain, the set­ 
ting of two of his most-widely 
read novels, “ Death in the After­ 
noon” and “ For Whom the Bell 
Tolls.’’ In Spain Hemingway was 
regarded as a national hero and 
the entire country mourned his 
death. 
Hemingway was 
a lover of 
sports, especially baseball and 
boxing. In “The Old Man and the 
Sea,” the novel which was to win 
for him the Pulitzer and Nobel 
prizes, he immortalized Joe Di- 
Maggio, then the star of the New 
York Yankees. At the time the 
“old Man” was written Di Maggie 
was suffering from a foot injury 
that periled his career and the 
principal character, the aged fish­ 
erman. broods about the baseball 
player's misfortune.
